'Timber is still the greatest poten- 


tial money-maker for the small farmer 
with milch of his acreage suitable to 
nothing else. But he mus so handly it 
that he reaps only the interest from 
his patch'of woods—hot the principal. 
The average Arkansas farm comprises 
80 tecres, of which 50 is in woods. 


"Yet I would call your attention to 


the fact that the : State of Arkansas 
•is not spendnig one dime for a forestry 
program that might teach the farmer 
how to make that wood-patch valuable 
as any other 'crop." 


Mark of the Drouth 


Mr. Wheeler mentioned the fact 


already ipted by log^l sportsmen, that 
birds, ducks and other game are very 
scarce this year. He attributed it to 
the summer's drouth, which burned 
up the game bird's food, 'and destroy- 
ed its home, at least for the season. 


The speaker bitterly attacked the 


practice of burning brush in the for- 
est. "Fire in 'the woods never helped 
anybody, and never has failed to cost 
everybody," he said. He particularly 
scored the burning up of leaf-mold 
which covers the earth around a for- 
est. "One' ihch of leaf-mold contains 
enough nitrogen," he said," to make it 
worth $120 an acre in fertilizer. Yet 
fire destroys this."

Platinum Mines to 


Resume in Spring 


UNALASKA, Alaska.—(U.R)—Devel- 


opment of platinum mining in the 
Goodnews region is expected to gain 
an impetus when spring thaws loosen 
the ground and give miners an op- 
portunity to push operations started 
in July. 


Goodnews, nearest settlement to the 


platinum mines, doesn't even boast of 
a post office, but its importance is 
growing with the output of mines on 
Clara Creek and Squirrel Creek. 


Total output of both regions since 


July was 695 ounces of the metal 
which consists of iridium, osmium 
and platinum. The values are $250 
per ounce for iridium, $70 for osmium, 
and $42 for platinum. 


All mining of the small cailms was 


done by 14 men, working with pick 
and shovel. Most of the men are vet- 
erans of this country and some haven't 
been "outside" for 20 or 30 years.
